The  1962  football  season  will  go  down  in  the 
annals  of  Rocky  Mount  Senior  High  School 
athletics  as  That  Magnificent  Year. 

It  was  an  historic  season  when  championship 
dreams  came  true,  when  outstanding  Rocky 
Mount  Senior  High  heroes  rode  the  prestige  of 
an  undefeated  season  to  lofty  levels  of  acclaim 
that  included  state,  sectional,  and  national  honors. 

It  was  a  dramatic  season  during  which  the  city 
of  Rocky  Mount  rose  up  in  a  stirring  display  of 
mass  support  for  a  mighty  football  team  that 
engulfed  its  fans  in  a  feverish  surge  of  excite- 
ment. 

It  was  the  season  when  RMHS  quarterback 
Danny  Talbott,  one  of  those  gifted  stars  who 
comes  along  only  rarely  to  blaze  a  glittering  path 
across  the  athletic  heavens,  came  to  be  accepted 
as  the  most  outstanding  football  player  in  the 
state  and  the  greatest  all-around  athlete  in  his 
school's  history. 

It  was,  indeed,  That  Magnificent  Year. 

These  heroics  and  the  wonderful  things  that 
came  with  them  were  accomplished  by  an  out- 
standing Blackbird  football  team  that  marched 
to  the  first  state  championship  in  Rocky  Mount 
Senior  High  history.  And  this  team  did  it  in  a 
manner  that  established  it  as  one  of  the  school's 
greatest— undefeated  for  a  record  of  eleven  vic- 
tories and  one  tie. 

The  Birds  of  Coach  Chris  Carpenter— who 
continued  to  prove  himself  one  of  North  Caro- 
lina's leading  high  school  coaches—  were  a  bril- 
liant team  throughout  the  season.  But  the  most 
remarkable  part  of  the  year  was  the  decisive  march 
of  the  Blackbirds  through  the  championship 
playoffs,  leaving  no  doubts  as  to  their  rights  to 
the  football  throne  of  North  Carolina. 

After  winning  the  Eastern  4-A  Conference 
crown  with  a  thrilling  victory  over  Raleigh  in  the

final  game  of  the  regular  season,  RMSH  headed 
into  the  playoffs,  meeting  Charlotte  Myers  Park 
in  the  semi-finals.  Charlotte  hopes  were  high,  but 
Myers  Park  never  had  a  chance  as  the  Birds  rolled 
to  a  highly  impressive  21-6  victory. 

That  put  Rocky  Mount  in  the  state  champion- 
ship against  Winston-Salem  Reynolds,  an  unde- 
feated team  with  a  proud  record  of  stout  defensive 
play.  The  Reynolds  defense,  however,  was  no 
match  for  the  power  and  magic  of  Rocky  Mount's 
Talbott— led  offense.  Danny's  superlative  passing 
and  running  directed  a  fired-up  attack  that 
smashed  Reynolds  20-6. 

Throughout  the  season,  and  particularly  in 
the  playoff  drive,  Talbott  was  superlative  in  lead- 
ing Rocky  Mount's  cast  of  stars.  He  collected 
every  available  honor— All-Conference,  All-State, 
All-Southern  and  Ail-American  to  become  the 
most  widely  acclaimed  football  player  in  RMHS 
history. 

This,  however,  was  no  one-man  team;  it  took 
a  lot  of  talent  to  accomplish  the  championship 
dream.  Sensational  halfback  Wrennie  Pitt,  ends 
Dennis  Newell  and  Billy  Warren,  and  mighty 
tackle  John  Alexander  joined  Talbott  in  the  All- 
Conference  ranks. 

The  list  of  heroes  ran  almost  through  the 
entire  team  roster.  Halfbacks  Digit  Laughridge. 
Craig  Quick,  and  Darrell  Johnson  and  fullbacks 
Wayne  Daughtridge  and  Robert  Bridgers  were 
vital  to  the  Blackbird  attack.  Without  a  stellar 
line  that  fought  with  tremendous  desire.  Rocky 
Mount's  cause  would  have  been  lost.  The  Birds

Rocky  Mount  Senior  High's  1.962  loot  hall 
team  reached  heights  of  glory  no  loot  hall  team 
at  R.M.H.S.  has  ever  attained,  as  it  strong-armed 
its  way  to  the  State  4-A  football  Championship. 

The  '62  Birds  of  Coach  Chris  Carpenter  com- 
piled a  9-0- 1  regular  season  record  to  take  top 
honors  in  the  Eastern  4-A  Conference,  the  only 
blot  to  a  perfect  record  coming  in  a  6-6  tie  with 
rival  Fayetteville.  The  conference  title  race  was 
the  closest  in  many  years,  and  wasn't  decided  until 
the  Blackbirds  took  a  hard-fought  13-7  win  over 
defending  State  Champion  Broughton  of  Raleigh 
in  the  last  regular  season  game  for  both  teams. 

The  high-flying  Blackbirds  then  went  into 
playoff  action,  and  gained  a  berth  in  the  4-A  finals 
by  trouncing  Myers  Park  of  Charlotte,  21-7. 

On  November  23,  at  Bowman-Gray  Stadium 
in  Winston-Salem,  the  Blackbirds  were  not  to  be 
denied  as  they  crushed  Winston-Salem  Reynolds 
by  the  score  of  20-6,  and  brought  to  R.M.H.S.  its 
first  undefeated  football  season  and  its  first  State 
4-A  Football  Championship 

Post  season  honors  were  poured  on  outstand- 
ing Blackbirds.

A  Tribute  to  the  Blackbirds

That's  what  they  were  proclaiming  for  Rocky  Mount  Senior 
High  School  in  the  1962-63  school  year  when  a  remarkable  Black- 
bird basketball  team  followed  the  RM1I.S  football  state  champion- 
ship season  with  a  magnificent   slate  title  ilti\e  ol   its  own. 

Senior  High,  which  never  had  enjoyed  the  glory  of  state  cham- 
pionship honors  before  this  (.olden  Year,  made  up  tor  lost  time 
when  a  great  basketball  team  swept  through  the  state  tournament 
to  bring  the  school  its  second  straight  state  title. 

Heading  into  the  stale  tournament  at  Greensboro,  this  Black- 
bird basketball  squad  carried  a  modest  15-8  record,  and  tourney 
experts  barely  gave  them  any  mention  when  it  came  to  talking 
about  title  contenders.  The  Birds  didn't  have  enough  height,  the 
experts  said,  and  lacked  the  scoring  power  needed  in  tournament 
play. 

This  Blackbird  team,  however,  had  strengths  the  experts 
couldn't  see:  defense  and  desire,  some  sparkling  talent  and  a  great 
amount  of  team  heart.  And  these  were  the  things  that  sent  them 
spiralling  to  the  state  championship.

Parrish  was  magnificent  in  the  title  game,  pouring  in  SO 
points,  and  joined  Talbott  on  the  All-  I  our namenl  team.  Clack  and 
Warren,  rugged  rebounders  in  each  game,  ran  strong  in  the  all- 
tourney  voting,  and  Ricks  was  a  hustling  defensive  battler  all  the 
way. 

In  Rocky  Mount's  opening  tournament  game  the  Blackbirds 
were,  at  best,  rated  even  with  Gastonia.  and  romped  to  a  49-30 
victory.  They  were  a  solid  underdog  against  Burlington  in  the 
semi-finals,  but  again  the  Blackbirds  rolled,  this  time  to  a  72-58 
triumph. 

That  brought  up  the  championship  clash  with  Greensboro, 
and  the  experts  figured  Rocky  Mount's  drive  was  due  to  end 
abruptly.  But  it  was  Rocky  Mount,  not  Greensboro,  that  domi- 
nated the  action  most  of  the  way.  The  Birds  led  by  11  points  at 
halftime,  lost  that  margin  and  then  won  the  championship  52-50 
in   true  storybook  fashion,  on  Clack's  last-second  shot  in  overtime. 

To  most  people  Rocky  Mount's  state  championship  march  was 
a  surprise,  but  the  Blackbirds  proved  themselves  the  best  in  the 
state.  Despite  facing  greater  height,  they  outrebounded  their  three 
tournament  opponents.  They  outshot  their  foes  in  each  game,  and 
showed  the  strongest  defense  of  the  tournament. 

Their  effort  was  a  great  one.  and  because  of  it  they  sat  on  the 
throne   in   The   Home  Of    The   Double  Champs.
